We had three burglaries on Tuttle Hill Road this year. I 
have tied one in with some burglaries that happened in Grafton and 
believe they are all tied in with a group out of the Danbury area. 
During this time period Danbury had about three burglaries a week.

Also along Tuttle Hill Road there was a mail box bashing 
spree that corresponded to a larger spree in Canaan. We now have 
enough information so that arrest should be coming soon. 


Motor vehicle accidents accounted for the most personal 
injury and monetary loss. Thefts accounted for the second highest 
monetary loss with a recovery rate of over 50%. Domestic violence 
proved again to be the most violent crimes. Juvenile cases proved 
to be some of the most time consuming; partly because it is my 
belief that this is where we can do the most to help the family, and 
partly because of the court system. Sexual assaults may have been 
the most damaging, and personally the most troubling, because 
they usually involved young people; some as young as 3 years old. 
The increasing drug use, including heroin, may be a contributing 
factor in the property crimes. 


With the ever increasing mobile society the Orange Police 
Department has found itself working with police departments 
throughout New England and New York this past year. This year 
we have already started an investigation that involves Florida and 
the FBI. Interstate rendition makes prosecution of these crimes 
more time consuming and complex, as the laws of the states must 
be coordinated. 


Computers and the internet are fast becoming a part of law 
enforcement as well as criminal activity. Many law enforcement 
courses are available on the internet and on CDs; I have taken 
advantage of a number of these to supplement traditional 
classroom courses. Listservers and news groups are another 
important part of the internet that allows for exchange of 
information. Utilization of the internet and affiliations with 
organizations like the National White Collar Crime Center and the 
National Center for Rural Law Enforcement are necessary to 
combat today’s crime. 


GRANTS: I have written some Homeland Security grants and 
have about $1,500.00 waiting and more to come. A Highway 
Safety grant provided the department with a portable breathalyzer, 
valued at about $400.00. Through Emergency Management the 
Town will be reimbursed for cost of a 48 hour period of snow 
removal. The police department will be receiving a new mobile 
radio with instillation. The State’s cost of the radio alone is 
$3,287.00. I have a supplemental grant into Homeland Security for 
a portable radio that will cost about $3,000.00. Another grant has 
provided the Town with ArcView software and will probably be 
providing the police department with a GPS. Through the Grafton 
County Sheriff's Department Dispatch, the police department 
should be getting mobile data terminals. 

Let me-know if there is anything that I can do to help. E911 
has a supplementary data form that can be filled out, so that 
emergency responders have more information about special 
problems or medical conditions that may be encountered. I know 
there are some Orange residents that should take advantage of this 
because it may be of critical importance for their safety. I have the 
forms and will be happy to deliver them to anyone that wants them. 
] am here to serve you and if I not resolve your concerns, I will try 
to find someone that can.

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Report from the Selectmen 


It has been a fairly quiet year in the Selectmen’s office. Last 
January we held a successful auction of the George Hall property 
on Cross Road from which the town recovered all back taxes and 
expenses owed. We were pleased to see the land purchased by a 
local resident. Many thanks are owed to Robert and Sharon Proulx 
for their assistance with the process. 


Many thanks also to our Road Agent George White, who last 
March inherited a budget deep in the hole. With next to nothing to 
work with, he has, with the assistance of Richard Remacle 
Construction, done a spectacular job of keeping our roads well 
maintained during last summer and clear of snow this winter. A 
section of New Colony Road that was not completed to our Road 
Agent’s satisfaction two years ago was repaved last June, and the 
contractor provided a store of hardpack shoulder material. In 
another two years, the bond will be paid off. In January of 2004, 
the final payment was made on the town truck 


At two different times this past year, the Board of Selectmen, with 
the recommendation of the Planning Board has voted to authorize 
the issuance of building permits on sections of class VI roads in 
town: Hoyt Road, and a short section of the Class VI portion of 
Tug Mountain Road. The issuance of building permits on class VI 
roads is an issue that we expect will arise again for both Boards as 
development pressure continues to increase in our area. We hope 
that the soon to be completed Master Plan will provide the Board 
with some guidance on how to handle this potentially very 
important issue. 


You may recall that a fund was established at last year’s town 
meeting for use in preserving our ancient town records (the original 
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ledgers in our possession date back to the 1790’s). We are asking 
that a modest amount be added to the fund this year. A couple of 
potential grant sources for this endeavor were found during the past 
year, but too late to apply for last year’s grants. One was from the 
state government (we can only hope that the program survives the 
anticipated budget cuts), and one possibility was through the 
federal government. We hope to apply for some funds to augment 
our own, and have these valuable historic resources preserved 
soon, before they deteriorate any further. 


The Board is pleased to announce the recent selection of the firm 
Earls, Neider & Perkins, LLC of Pembroke, NH to undertake a 
complete revaluation of the town during the coming year. This is a 
very well respected and professional organization that will examine 
and assess every property in town, from scratch. Not only will this 
bring our town into compliance with the new state rules regarding 
assessments, we believe it will also result in a fairer distribution of 
our tax burden. We ask our residents’ and non-residents’ utmost 
cooperation with these folks as they go about their business 
throughout the coming year. The new values are expected to be in 
place to be reflected on our December 2005 tax bills. 


Two final items: the Board wishes to convey its utmost gratitude to 
Pat White for her invaluable assistance in all matters large and 
small. She has become indispensable, goes far above and beyond 
her call of duty as our administrative assistant, and always with a 
smile and a friendly word. And lastly, we bid a fond farewell to 


Carol Decato who has chosen not to run for reelection so that she 
may focus her energies more fully on her Town Clerk 
responsibilities. We thank her for her many years of dedicated 
service, and wish her well. 
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As always, the Board welcomes input from our residents. We are 
here to serve each and every one of you in the best interest of our 
fine community. May all of you have a healthy and prosperous 
2004.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board has completed the important task of 
updating and revising the Orange Master Plan, first developed back 
in 1984. The new master plan will provide a framework to guide 
the future growth and development of our community. The 
members of the Board are now in the process of reviewing and 
fine-tuning the completed preliminary draft of the 2004 Master 
Plan. 


A public hearing on the preliminary draft is tentatively 
scheduled for Wednesday, April 28, 2004. The hearing will 
provide an opportunity for the Board to review and highlight the 
preliminary draft, chapter by chapter. It will also provide an 
opportunity for the citizens to ask questions, to critique the draft, 
and to make suggestions and recommendations. Based on that 
citizen input, the Board will make appropriate revisions to the final 
document. Citizens will be notified about the hearing by a town- 
wide mailing, and will be able to obtain a copy of the draft master 
plan at the Town House, the Canaan Town Library, or by 
requesting one be mailed or delivered to their home prior to the 
hearing. 
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In addition to completing the master plan draft, the Planning 
Board reviewed, held hearings, and approved the following 
applications this past year: 


- an annexation of 5.6 acres from the Donald Leavitt / Todd 
Paine property to the David and Marilyn Johnson property 
on Tuttle Hill Road. 


- aminor subdivision in which a 153.92 acre parcel on Tuttle 
Hill Road, owned by Paul Arnold, was subdivided into two 
lots of 122.55 acres and 31.37 acres. 


- aminor subdivision in which an 8.14 acre parcel on Route 
4, owned by ADW Builders, Inc., was subdivided into three 
lots of 2.14 acres, 2.24 acres, and 3.91 acres. 


- an annexation of 6.5 acres from the Archie and Betty 
Eastman property to the Colin and Mary Gunn property on 
New Colony Road. 


On June 25, 2003, the Planning Board reviewed Fred and 
Tamra Hammond’s proposed plan for the construction and 
operation of a Construction Demolition Debris Processing and 
Recycling Facility to be located on the present site of the F.C. 
Hammond Lumber Co. on Route 4. Since this commercial 
operation is not a permitted use as defined in the Orange Zoning 
Ordinance, the Planning Board referred the application to the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment for its review. After a public hearing 
on July 26, 2003, the ZBA voted unanimously to grant a special 
exception for the facility. On January 28, 2004, the applicants and 
their consulting engineer returned to the Planning Board to present 
an informative review of the site plan and the operating plan for 
the proposed facility. As part of an extensive review and permitting 
process required by the State of New Hampshire, the Department 
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of Environmental Services will conduct a public hearing at the 
Orange Town House in March, 2004 to present information on the 
proposal and to hear from the citizens. 


With the assistance of the Upper Valley Land Trust, the 
Planning Board prepared and mailed information packets to twelve 
landowners of large parcels located throughout Orange. The 
purpose of this initiative is to educate and encourage owners of 
large tracts of land to consider placing conservation easements on 
their properties in order to preserve the scenic and rural character 
of our community and to protect our natural resources for future 
generations. 


I would like to thank the members of the Planning Board for 
their dedication and commitment to our community. Each member 
of the Board contributes a great deal of experience, expertise, 
vision and sound judgment that combines to serve the best interests 
of our citizens. 


The Planning Board again thanks the citizens of Orange for 
your interest and support, and invites you to continue to help us 
define our community’s vision for the future.

REPORT OF THE ORANGE POLICE COVERAGE 
STUDY COMMITTEE 


Members: Charles Sova (Selectmen’s Representative), 
Barbara Ells, Bob Ells, Steve Hennig, Stu Smith, Dick Jaeger 


Background: By vote at Town Meeting in 2003, the committee 
was 

put together by Moderator Dan Hazelton to examine the Town’s 
Police coverage, to identify problems and issues related to our 
current coverage system, and to present options the town could 
consider for obtaining the best possible coverage in the future. To 
gain an understanding of our present setup and assess needs and 
possibilities for improvement, we held a number of meetings, 
including sessions with Orange Police Chief Andy Ware and Earl 
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Sweeney, Director of Police Standards and Training and Assistant 
Commissioner of the Department of Safety for the State of New 
Hampshire. 


Findings: 


Actual Coverage. Chief Ware is generally reachable at all hours 
by phone, dispatch or pager but not always immediately available 
because of other involvement’s, often some distance away. 
Furthermore there are no certified back-up personnel available to 
call on or to assist Chief Ware when a particularly demanding or 


dangerous situation arises, a condition definitely unacceptable by 
State Police and Department of Safety standards. Once Chief Ware 
does arrive at a particular incident or scene, his thorough training 
and willingness to stay up-to-date on current practices have 
resulted in very productive follow-ups and solved problems. 
Relying on the State Police for help is not always useful because 
officers are not always in the area and response time is very slow. 


Police Department Operations : The functioning of the 
Orange 

Police Department needs to improve significantly in the 
submission 

of on time monthly activity reports, expense vouchers and 
payroll 

requests. At present it is difficult to obtain timely 
information on 

crimes and violations in the town and the Selectmen have 
problems 

working on budget preparation and management because of 
delays in filing of expense accounting forms. 


General Considerations: 
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Well marked vehicle so police presence is well 
known 


Appropriate office space for records, equipment, 
booking, etc. 


Possibility of citizens alert/crime watch team 


Average overall annual costs for a small town with 
a full time police department, (equipment and 
cruiser, several full and some part time officers) i is 
$300,000. +/- 


Possible Solutions: 


Pursue a formal arrangement for coverage with a 
nearby 

town that has an established Police Department with 
a larger staff. 

Issue: Do the residents of Orange want emergency 
coverage 

and extreme situation support only or regular 
patrolling as well? 


Pursue teaming with other smaller towns nearby 
with police 

coverage similar to what Orange has now so 
additional trained officers 

are available for assistance and back up when 
situations call for it. 


Footnote: The Town should consider putting an appropriation in 
the 2004 Budget to fund the costs that would arise if we were to 
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contract with 
another town for Police coverage.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the 
State of New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands cooperate 
to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us 
assist you, contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire 
Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ANY 
outside burning. Fire permits are mandatory for all outside burning 
unless the ground where the burning is to be done (and surrounding 
area) is completely covered with snow. Violations of the fire 
permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $2,000 
and/or a year in jail, in addition to the cost of suppressing the fire. 


A new law effective January 1,2003 prohibits residential 
trash burning.

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council is a private nonprofit 
organization that provides programs and services to support the 
health and well being of our older citizens. The Council’s 
programs enable elderly individuals to remain independent in their 
own homes and communities for as long as possible. 


The Council operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, 
Canaan, Lebanon, Bristol, Orford, Haverhill and Lincoln, the 
information and assistance program Grafton County ServiceLink 
and also sponsors the Retire and Senior Volunteer Program of the 
Upper Valley and White Mountain (RSVP) . Through the centers, 
community-based long-term services including home delivered 
meals, congregate dining programs, transportation, adult day care, 
chore/home repair services, recreational and educational programs, 
and volunteer opportunities. 


During 2003, 7 older residents of Orange were served by one or 
more of the Council’s programs offered through the Mascoma Area 
Senior Center: 
* Older adults from Orange enjoyed 515 balanced meals 
in the company of friends in t he center’s dining room. 

* Orange residents were transported to health care 
providers or other community resources on 107 
occasions by our lift-equipped buses. 

* They received assistance with problems, crises or issues 
of long-term care through 49 visits by a trained social 
worker. 

* — Orange’s citizens also volunteered to put their talents 
and skills to work for a better community through 280 
hours of volunteer service. 


The cost to provide Council services for Orange residents in 2003 
was $5,339.77 
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Such services can be critical to elderly individuals who want to 
remain in their own homes and out of institutional care in spite of 
chronic health problems and increasing physical frailty, saving tax 
dollars which would otherwise be expended for nursing home care. 
They also contribute to a higher quality of life for our older friends 
and neighbors. As our population grows older, supportive services 
such as those offered by the Council become even more critical.

of the Checklist for two years, 1 Deeding Agent for one year, 1 
Trustee of Trust Funds for one year, 1 Trustee of Trust Funds for 
two years, 1 Trustee of Trust Funds for three years and any other 
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officers required by law. The following articles will be discussed 
and acted upon at the business meeting, which will start at 7 p.m. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of 3% 
except for resident taxes on taxes paid if full within twenty days 
from the date of the bills pursuant to RSA 80:52 on the condition 
that the taxpayer deduct the discount at the time of payment. 
(Recommended by Selectmen) 

Moved by Pat White, 2"° by Frank Giner to accept article as read. 
Article passes. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
five thousand dollars ($5,000) to be paid into the Revaluation 
Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of a revaluation of property. 
(Recommended by Selectmen and Budget Committee) 

Moved by Nate Harpootlian, seconded by Bob Ells. No discussion. 
Article passes. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$5,000 dollars to be paid into the Highway Equipment Capital 
Reserve Fund for the purpose of purchasing highway related 
equipment. (Recommended by Selectmen and Budget Committee) 
Moved by Pat White, 2" by Barbara Smith. Discussion. Bob Ells 
suggested we need more money to buy a bigger vehicle to wing 
back roads after storms. George Smith said Richard Remacle had 
that equipment available, it was suggested he be asked to wing 
back the roads. Bob Proulx said he thought the town had decided a 
few years back not to buy a lot of equipment but to contract out for 
servicing of our roads. Discussion about rain and road run off, it 
was noted that Richard Remacle was working to do that. 

Article moved and voted, passes. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
two thousand dollars ($2000) to be paid into the Town House 
Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of Town House building 
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improvements. (Recommended by Selectmen and Budget 
Committee) 

Moved by Linda Giner, 2" by Harold Toms. Discussion. Barbara 
Smith noted that the door sill, on the handicap entrance was in bad 
need of repair with a gap under the door that allows water and mice 
to enter. 

Article moved and passes unanimous. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
Highway Block Grant Fund of $25,445.64 for construction, 
reconstruction and maintenance of Class 4 or 5 highways and for 
the purchase of equipment. Said amount to be included in Article 
ai 

(Recommended by Selectmen and Budget Committee) 

Moved by Dick Jaeger and seconded by George Smith. Discussion. 
It was asked if there were any major needs for repairs or equipment 
and it was noted by Charles Sova that there was nothing at this 
time. Frank Giner wanted to put a limit on spending by the 
Selectmen. James Collins noted that we have a budget we vote on 
and we trust the Selectmen to make valuable decisions. Article 
moved, passes. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $189,972.44 for town expenses as called for by the 
budget, submitted by the Budget Committee, and pass any vote in 
relation thereto. (Recommended by Selectmen and Budget 
Committee) Moved by Pat White 2"° by Bob Proulx. Discussion. 
Linda Giner talked about the lateness of the Police Chief in 
reporting his work in a timely manner, this has been a problem for 
several years, all employees of the town report regularly and so 
should Andy. It also affects our budget each year. The auditors and 
the Budget Committee have followed through each year making 
Andy aware of this but to no avail. The Selectmen have contacted 
Andy in writing to come to their next meeting for a discussion to 
resolve this ongoing problem. Also noted Andy has not been 
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submitted a report for the Annual Town Report and Kathy Stacy 
recommended that should be done. There was a lot of discussion 
about this problem and all feel Andy has no excuse for not 
submitting bills as his contract states that monthly bills should be 
submitted. Also it was noted that maybe it was time for an 
alternative to be looked into as a solution. Suggested by Bob 
Proulx to set up a committee to look at alternatives. 
Kathleen Stacy made a motion to table Article 7 and continue 
discussion after Article 12. Moved by Kathy Stacy and seconded 
by Frank Giner. Article to table voted on, passes, Article tabled. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to establish a new 
capital reserve fund to be known as the Town Document 
Preservation Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of restoring and 
preserving Town documents and to designate the Selectmen as 
agents to expend from said fund for said purpose. (Recommended 
by Selectmen and Budget Committee) 

Moved by Pat White and seconded by Linda Giner. Discussion. 
Linda Giner suggested if grants are considered that Mascoma 
Savings Bank Foundation be contacted for applying for their 
grants. Dick Jaeger said he would find out what Dartmouth uses to 
restore records. Jim Collins said he would check on ways to 
preserve books also. Scott Sanborn we have one estimate for two 
books and that is about $7000 dollars. There are about 4 or 5 books 
needing this preservation. Article 8 moved and passes. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
two thousand dollars($2000) to be paid into the Town Document 
Preservation Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of restoring and 
preserving Town documents. (Recommended by Selectmen and 
Budget Committee) 
Moved by Linda Giner 2" by Bruce Ells. Discussion. Carol Decato 
noted that Donna Dunkerton copied the birth, deaths, and 
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marriages from these old books at her own expense, and did a fine 
job, she gave copies to Carol for her own use so the old books will 
not have to be handled now for research request. Article passes. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will authorize the Moderator to 
appoint a committee of five Orange residents, none of whom shall 
be Town officers, to study the salaries of Town officers and report 
their findings in the next annual Town Report, including any 
warrant article, if any, they deem appropriate. (Recommended by 
Selectmen) Moved by Bob Proulx 2"! by Frank Giner. Discussion. 
Bob Proulx said it had been about 5 years since the last small raise 
and it was time for a new look at salaries, including police salaries. 
Bob thought the police salary should be a study committee. Article 
amended by Kathy Stacy to change reading of salaries to 
compensation. Amendment moved by Edith Sova 2™ by Frank 
Giner. Dick Jaeger wanted to know if the town had Municipal 
Insurance for its employees and it was noted that we do. Article as 
amended passes. Article with amendment passes. 


ARTICLE 11: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and other 
officers heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. Anita 
reported on the Scholarship Fund. 


ARTICLE 12: To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting not on the warrant. Kathy Stacey brought 
up again talking about alternatives for the Police Chief job. Bob 
Proulx moved: To see if the Town will authorize the Moderator to 
appoint a committee of five Orange residents, to include 1 
Selectman and 4 other citizens, to conduct a comprehensive study 
of the Orange Police Department and report their findings and 
recommendations in the next annual town report, including any 
warrant article, if any, they deem appropriate. Article passes. 
Danny asked for any volunteers to see him after the meeting. 
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ARTICLE 7: Kathy Stacy asked Andy Ware who arrived at the 
meeting to report on how much he thought he would use this year. 
He was also asked if he would be reporting in a timely manner and 
he said he would. Moved Article, passes. 


Polls are declared closed. 

ARTICLE 13: Poll shall not close earlier than eight o’clock in the 
evening. 

Carol Decato noted to Anita Watson from the Cemetery Trustees, 
we have had questions about the dollar amount of a cemetery plots 
as being too low and should be discussed. She said we first needed 
more Cemetery Trustees and then it could be discussed.
